Last Friday night. about 12 o'clock 
as A. Burnett was crossing- the Hock 
Island track at a place known as the 
Bridgeport-Paradise crossings lie was 
fired at by some unknown person with 
a No. 12 shot gun. 
Burnett had been 
attending a meeting of the Woodmen 
lodge at Bridgeport, of which he is a 
member, and • was 
riding leisurely 
along when he was suddenly fired up 
on. 
He is a brother of Ben Burnett, 
who stands charged with the killing 
of W. T. Klepper some time ago. 
Burnett, the young man who was 
used as a target Friday night, came 
in town Saturday and swore out a 
complaint against the two sons of 
Klepper, charging thorn with assault 
and attempt to murder. 
From the officers who visited the 
scene, we learn that Burnett had just 
crosse* the railroad and had not 
cleared the dump when two men rose 
up in about ten feet of him and one of 
these emptied the charge of a shot 
gun at him. 
As soon as Burnett saw 
the men, rise nj) he leaned to one side 
on liis saddle and spurred up his 
horse, the charge of shot going over 
his head. 
Burnett was unarmed and 
immediately rode home. 
It is now 
understood that the K i p p e r s have 
sent word to the Burnetts that they 
are ready to lay down their arms and 
stop the pending in *d, which started 
at the killing of the father of the Klep­ 
per boys. 
The Messenger hopes this trouble 
between these families will Im quieted 
before more serious trouble is brought 
about. 
Ben Burnett, who is charged 
with killing old man Klepper, is in 
Oklahoma at work on a farm. 
His 
trial comes up at the next meeting of 
the district court. 
Some of the best 
legal talent in the state will he repre­ 
sented in til is trial. 
Hon. D. 
W. 
Odell, of Cleburne, one of the hest 
known criminal lawyers in Texas, will 
lead the prosecution, and Hon. Tom 
McMurray, of the local bar. has been 
employed to look after Hie defense.

Now that Hailey’s comet has changed 
over from the east side of the sun to 
the west side and will on April 4 be­ 
come visible to the naked eye for the 
first time, we should know at just 
what point in the sky to look for it. I 
shall give its position for a few dates. 
April 4 Hailey’s comet will rise 59 
minutes ahead of the sun and four de­ 
grees and 30 minutes north of the sun­ 
rise point, being on this date at the 
upper edge of the twilight line in the 
early morning and rising earlier each 
morning until May IO, when it will 
rise two hours and 2 
minutes ahead 
of the sun. 
It will then return toward 
the sun again, rising later each morn­ 
ing. On May 18 it will set nearly 
with the sun again, and on May 20 
the comet will set one hour after the 
sun sets and one degree south of the 
sunset point and on May 30 the comet 
will set three hours and 50 minutes 
after the sun sets and IS degrees and 
25 minutes south of the sunset point. 
The comet will be visible to the nak­ 
ed eye from April 4 until June, except 
when too close to the sun at inferior 
conjunction, May IO to 20, and will be 
very bright April 30 until May 30 and 
will continue visible to the naked eye 
in the evenings until June 30, 1910. 
It 
will grow less bright each evening un­ 
til it entirely fades away. 
With our 
telescopes we shall continue to see it 
two months later than with the naked 
eye.

Ah hough ferns ore greatly nil mi red 
for indoor decorations, the plants are 
in general nhigularly unfortunate in 
the treatment 
they receive at 
th- 
hands of their owners. 
It being we I 
understood that most varieties thrive 
better when not exposed to strum 
sunshine, they are usually relegated 
to any shady and cold position tho 
he otherwise unoccupied it) the 
house. 
This method of dealing with 
tile plants invariably ends in disap­ 
pointment. 
Although it is true that 
ferns do not like the direct rays of I ’n* 
sun continually upon them, vet a cor 
fain amount of light is necessary for 
their development, 
and 
instead 
of 
standing them in corners and other 
unfavorable places it is far better to 
give them the full benefit of a window 
- a northern aspect will do-or. at alu­ 
nite, they should be placed where thee 
get ample diffused light. 
Another frequent cause of failure 
in 
ferns 
Is 
the semi-starvation 
to 
which they are subjected. 
The Idea 
is very prevalent that they do not re 
quire manure, and iii consequence any 
poor soil which comes to hand is used 
for potting them up. 
Certainly a soil 
heavily manured is not suitable for 
them, and fresh manure should on no 
account be used, but a reasonable al­ 
lowance of leaf mold is, as a rule 
highly beneficial. 
To preserve the delicate greenness 
of the fronds liquid manure may be 
given when the plants are in growth 
end the pots fairly full of roots 
\ 
good fertilizer, such as nitrate of soda. 
may be dissolved iii the proportion of 
half an ounce to the gallon and the 
ferns watered therewith every ten or 
twelve days. 
This is especially good 
w ere the plants are old or partly ex 
hausted. 
Root water is also very use­ 
ful as a stimulant, 
it should be per­ 
fectly clear and is best applied alter­ 
nately with an artificial fertilizer 
Liq­ 
uid manure of animal origin should bi 
used very sparingly or not at all.

ENGLISH SPARROW PEST. 


Uncle Sam Tells How to Get Rid of the 
Multitudinous Gormand. 
T he departm ent of agriculture bas 
ju st issued a bulletin, by Ned Dear­ 
born, assistant in the biological survey, 
w hich tells farm ers how they may rid 
their premises of the English sparrow, 
w hich bas been inspected and con­ 
dem ned as a nuisance, though some 
good points, notably th at of destruc­ 
tion of obnoxious insects, are adm itted 
in its favor. 
Mr. Dearborn says the sparrow ’s nat­ 
ural diet consists of seeds, though it 
eats a great variety of other foods. 
The English sparrow seems to he the 
champion bird gormand and thief. 
It 
even steals houses made for the good 
birdies. 
It destroys small fruits, such 
as cherries, grapes, pears arui peaches. 
It nips off tender garden vegetables as 
they appear above ground. 
“The evi­ 
dence against the English sparrow is 
overw helm ing,” continues Mr. Dear­ 
born, who offers these suggestions, 
am ong others, for its exterm ination: 
The most effective method of pre­ 
venting the increase of sparrow s in a 
locality is to destroy their nests at in­ 
tervals of ten or twelve days through­ 
out the breeding season. 
By a con­ 
certed and continued m ovem ent to de­ 
stroy every nest after the eggs are laid 
English sparrow s in any locality may 
be gradually reduced w ithout resorting 
to shot or poison. 
Prelim inary 
to the 
following 
de­ 
structive 
measures sparrow s should 
be baited until they are attached to 
the spot selected for their execution. 
Seeds, grain or w aste from the table. 
if supplied regularly, will soon estab­ 
lish a feeding place. If a general cam ­ 
paign is to he undertaken enough such 
feeding places should be m aintained 
to attra c t to them practically all the 
English 
sparrow s in 
the neighbor­ 
hood. 
This can easily be done in win­ 
cer when food is scarce. 
After thus 
‘b aitin g the sparrow s they 
may be 
(trapped or shot.

Alfalfa For Dairy Cows. 
A 
number 
of 
rations 
have 
been 
worked 
out 
by 
the 
K ansas station 
show ing how the use of alfalfa for 
roughness lessens the need of expen­ 
sive concentrates. 
In these the por­ 
tions are given in pounds, and each 
ration is sufficient for a 1.000 pound 
cow twenty-four hours, to be given In 
two or three feeds: Alfalfa twenty- 
five pounds, corn 
three and a 
half 
pounds, or Kaffir corn four pounds; al­ 
falfa twenty pounds, corn six pounds, 
rr Kaffir corn seven pounds, and oats 
two pounds. 
A third representative 
ration is alfalfa fifteen pounds, corn 
fodder ten pounds, corn five pounds 
and soy bean meal one and one-half 
pounds. 
A fourth ration, in which just 
one-half as much alfalfa is given as 
In the first ration, or ten pounds, in­ 
cludes. in addition, corn fodder fifteen 
pounds, corn four pounds and old proc­ 
ess linseed meal three pounds. 
It Is 
held by many that the ordinary cow 
will eat alfalfa hay and corn or Kaffir 
corn in just the proper proportions to 
make a balanced ration.—Agricultural 
Southwest. 


Some Advantages of the Silo. 
Professor C. II 
Eckles of the Mis- 
j Houri experiment station announces at 
j least eight advantages to be gained by 
I the use of the silo: 
Silage keeps young stock thrifty and 
grow ing all winter. 
It produces fat beef more cheaply 
than does dry feed. 
It enables cow s to produce milk and 
butter more economically. 
Silage Is more conveniently handled 
than dry fodder. 
The silo prevents w aste of cornstalks 
In the manure when silage is fed. 
The silo will make palatable food of 
stuff 
that 
would 
not otherw ise 
be 
eaten. 
It enables the farmer to preserve 
food which matures at a rainy time 
of the year, when drying would be 
uext to impossible. 
It is the most economical method of 
supplying food for the stock during the 


Benefits of Rapid Milking. 
Conclusive 
tests have shown 
that 
rapidity is one of the great essentials 
in milking a cow 
M assage by the 
hand on the cow ’s udder excites nerv­ 
ous action, which in turn stimulates 
action of the milk glands 
The more 
rapid 
the 
m assage 
m ovem ents 
the 
greater is the nervous stimulation of 
gland action and the greater amount 
of milk that will be yielded. 
One can 
learn to milk fast as well as to milk 
slowly, and when once rapidity is ac­ 
quired it Is easier than the slow proc­ 
ess. 
A good milker will sit dowrn to 
a cow and draw all of her milk In a 
very few minutes, and the faster the 
milking is done the better the cow 
seem s to like it and the few er m ove­ 
m ents she makes. 
The cow that is 
milked slow ly Is slow about giving 
down 
her 
milk. and 
repeated 
slow 
milking will cause a cow to dry up 
sooner than by rapid milking.—Nor’- 
W est Farmer. 


The Profitable Cow. 
Too many dairymen are trying to 
make money by milking cow s which 
give sky blue milk and very little of 
it and are surprised that the schem e 
does not work out to their satisfaction. 
says the K ansas Farmer. 
A profitable 
dairy cow is a machine for turning 
well balanced rations Into milk and 
butter fat. 
A cow which puts the fat 
on her ribs instead of putting It into 
her milk is not and cannot be a profit­ 
able dairy cow. There is another class 
of cow s which will not put fat on their 
ribs nor into their milk. Many of these 
are kept for dairy purposes when their 
proper place is the cannery. 
They 
have no place on any kind of a farm, 
much less on a dairy farm. 


The Silo a Money Saver. 
The cow alw ays does her best on 
June grass. 
The use of the silo makes 
June conditions all the year round and 
Rives you the added advantage of being 
able to save your entire corn crop in­ 
stead of w asting 40 per cent of it. as 
is now done by leaving the stalks and 
leaves in the field.—Kansas Farmer.
